Bishop A. C. ThomscHi, of the 
Episc(q>al Diocese of SouthertfVh-- 
ginia, assisted by the Rev. ^Reg- 
inald Eastman, rector of the East 
Lynnhaven ))arish, led the pilgrims 
in the service of commemoration 
and rededication.

VIRGINIA'S LIBRARY WEEK 



Coincident with the holding of 
the annual convention of the 
American Library Association in 
Richmond, the week of May 11-16 
lias been designated by Governor 
Peery as "Library Week" for the 
Old Dominion. In his proclama- 
tlMi, the Governor said: "The li- 
brary is an institution of the 
sreatest importance, because it of- 
fers to citizens of all ages and in 
all walks of life equal oppoitun- 
itles for educational, cultural and 
scientific advancement by luiiiish- 
Ing books and other mttter for re- 
aeerch. Information and recrea- 
tion." He added that a majority 
Aft the people of the State are 
-without this service. 

Here in Princess Anne, in mark- 
ed cotU.rast to communities of 
aitnllar size and population, there 
are library facilities of reasonably 
adequate nature. Through the ef- 
forts of the Woman's Municipal 
League of Virginia * Beach, the 
Seventeenth Street Library has 
been developed consistently and 
Intelligently as a civic Institution 
at tremendous importance, the 
while marked attention has been 
paid by the county school officials 
to the creation of research and re- 
creational libraries in the several 
achools. 

Yet, what has been done is only 
a beginning. Fashions in good 
4kx))ls da not ch a nge — with — the 
rapidity of fashions in clothing, 
but many good books have already 
iKen written which are still lack- 
ing and many more will be writ- 
ten whose presence here will be 
jgecessary. No modern library can 
.rest upon its acquisitions of the 
past; its chief service comes from 
the offering of new and important 
boolu as they come from the 
jHres^s. 

Money, whether or not it be the 
TOot of all evil, is needed to con- 
tinue the advancement of the local 
IBirary facilities. The funds se- 
cured from those who patronize 
the Virginia Beach Library will 
lake care, because of splendid 
management, of the nominal re- 
quirements of fiction and the 
lighter works of non-fiction, but 
additional aid is necessary if the 
caps now existing in the presenta- 
tion of older literary works are to 
be filled. To accwnplish such an 
«nd is the ideal of those who are 
Stving generously of their time and 
ability in the running of the book 
aliop.

Organization Democratic leaders 
of the State, already harassed be- 
yond normal limits by the enthus- 
iasm (Engendered by the guberna- 
torial candidacy of James H. Price, 
find yet Another thorn in their 
side in the announcement that 
Norman R. Hamilton will contest 
the reelection of Colgate W. Dar- 
den. Jr., in the Second District 
congressional fight. Mr. Hamil- 
ton is no neophyte in the way of 
political campaign strategy, and 
his very presence in the field is 
indicative of a strenuous battle. 

There is no question in our 
minds regarding Carter Glaa^ re- 
turn to the Senate. There i^one 
to defeat the grand old man of 
Virginia politics, whatever may be 
his attitude on many New Deal 
policies, for he. of all men in 
public life, is unbeatable so long as 
he chooses to occupy his seat in 
the upper house of the national 
government. Nor is there much 
doubt that an organization candi- 
date of sufficient strength can be 
found to turn aside the avalanche 
of votes now piling up for Mr. 
Price. The situation %ay change 
during tlje next year, but we have 
every reason to feel certain that 
he is the man who will succeed 
Governor Peery. 

Turning our eyes to thie battle 
closer home, we are not disposed 
to wager our few pennies one way 
or the other. Prominently and 
favorably known in all sections of 
the district, Messrs. Dardcn and 
Hamilton enter the opening phases 
Qf their campaigns on what many 
argue to be even terms. Mr. Dar- 
den, as the incumbent of the of- 
fice being contested for and bless- 
ed with organization support, 
seems to us to have a slight edge, 
but those who have laid the pre- 
liminary groundwork for the 
Portsmouth publisher's campaign 
claim the contrary to be true. 
Claims and counter-claims may be 
expected to fly thick and fast dur- 
ing the next several months, and 
the truth of the matter will be 
largely one of individual specula- 
tion. For our part, one man's 
guess is as good as another. 

Both candidates possess char- 
acteristics of value to this section. 
Mr. Darden, chided some months 
ago for his seeming heglect of

ject. That he has been most active 
in this matter is already on the 
record. . 

Mr. Hamilton, whose newspaper 
has been a prominent factor in re- 
cent years in securing a variety of 
improvements for this section, has 
assured the electorate that acces- 
sion to the office %hich he seeks 
will do no more than Increase his 
efforts in behalf of the several < 
communities. Not favored by the 
State organization as is Mr. Dar- 
den, there is evidence to believe 
that the national administration 
would look more kindly upon his 
election. There is no doubt about 
his enthusiasm for the Roosevelt 
program. 

We anticipate an unusually 
spirited and interesting campaign. 
Both contestants are Democrats in 
good standing, both possess the 
qualities of leadership needed at 
this time and, whatever the out- 
come, the Second District is as- 
sured that its representation in the 
House will be of a calibre distinct- 
ly worthwhile.

C(mipany first were broadcast over 
a nationwide hookup, skepticism 
was rife as to the number of lis- 
teners who would tune in on the 
three or four hour programs. For 
the most part, expeuience in Amer- 
ica with grand opera prior to that 
time had classified it as entertain- 
ment for a select group of music- 
Jovers and for the ultra-wealthy, 
hardly a brand of entertainment 
that was popularly supported. 
Could opera hold its own over the 
air with the "hi-de-hos " of Cab 
Calloway and Jan Garber compet- 
ing far listener attention? The 
more practical-minded were open- 
ly dubious. 

Those who advocated the broad- 
casts pointed to the reception 
given opera in Europe by all 
classes and conditions of men. 
Bring the immortal works of 
Verdi. Wagner, Thomas and Puc- 
cini within the scope of the masses 
they argued, and opera would 
flourish here as elsewhere. If 
America paid little attention to 
this most brilliant form of musical 
expression, they said, it was duis to 
a lack of familiarity with the 
works rath# than downright dis- 
taste for music which was phrased 
other than in the prevailing syn- 
copation manner. 

What has followed is a matter 
of record. No program ever re- 
leased over the ether elicited such 
a wide response from a public 
located in north, south, east and 
west as did that initial broadcast 
and those which since have suc- 
ceeded it. In city apartment, in 
farmhouse, in tourist camp and 
hotel, radios have been tuned to 
the relaying stations every Satur- 
day afternoon during the Metro- 
politan Opera season, with the re- 
sult that the standard works of 
the repertoire, be they sung in 
French. German, Italian or Eng- 
lish, today are more widely and 
favorably known in America than 
ever before. The nation may still

It is this same company that, 
beginning next Monday, will offer 
a week of grand ope^a in Rich- 
mond. Ten operas in all are in- 
cluded in the week's program, 
ranging from Flptow's "Martha" 
to Wagner's "Tannhauser," with 
Goeta Ljungberg, ranking star of 
the Metropolitain, singing the role 
of Elisabeth in the latter. Al- 
though Miss Ljungherg is best 
known of the stars appearing in 
Richmond, there are other voices 
in the company of equal excel- 
lence, some of them destined for 
unusual success both here and 
abroad. 

The music to be heard in Rich- 
mond next weejt will not be the 
peerless quality of the Metropoli- 
tan but it will be grand opera per- 
formed uniformly well and with its 
own outstanding highlights. Too, 
instead of the almost prohibitive 
prices charged by the Metropolitan 
on its few appearances in Virginia, 
the San Carlo Company will offer 
its entertainment at prices which 
all can afford. Society will be 
there in all of it^ glitter and bustle 
but average John Citizen also will 
be present, drinking in the beauty 
of unmatched music from a cheap 
seat in the balcony. Maestro Gallo 
has made his presence possible, 
and the experience will be a 
unique one in the history of the 
State. 




Despite all of the clamor for 
change and modernizing of the 
opera, there is every indication 
that this type of music drama is 
in for a rebirth of Interest and 
support in its accustomed form.

Fortune Gallo, im- 
pressario of the defunct Chicago 
Civic Grand Opera Company, was 
the pioneer in this field, and the 
first attempt of the maestro to 
prove his point that opera was the 
birthright of the masses as well as 
the classes is still a topic of con- 
versation among the music critics 
of New York. 

Hiring the immense Hippodrome 
Theatre, vacant and idle since the 
passing of vaudeville's heyday, he 
gathered about him a select group 
of experienced operatic performers 
and a host of youthful hopefuls 
who believed a career in the music 



years. Gallo and his group are be-

It will be interesting to note 
Virginia's reaction to this season 
of opera, but we have every reason 
to believe that the approval of 
other communities will be forth- 
coming in generous and sincere 
fashion.

Tax Bate Apiwoved 

The proposed increase of ten 
cents in the Kempsville and Lynn- 
haven road debt rates, published 
two months ago. was approved 
without further discussion. This 
increase will be offset by a tor- 
responding decrease of ten cents 
in the districts' school debt rates. 

Under the terms of an act pass- 
ed by the last session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, the board was in- 
formed, $6,218.74 will be allocated 
to welfare work locally by the 
State Department of Public Wel- 
fare. For such relief throughout 
the state, $925,000 was appropriat- 
ed, and those counties will share 
in its disbursement which guar- 
antee to raise 60 per cent of the 
welfare costs incident to the hand- 
ling of county poor. The desired 
amount for E^incess Anne has 
been included in this year's budget, 
it was stated. 

A bill of $190 was presented by 
the Norfolk Hospital Association 
for indigent county patients treat- 
ed during the month of March. 
Since this amount greatly exceeds 
the budgetted funds set aside by 
the board for hospitalization, the 
supervisors instructed the county 
clerk to obtain from a doctor In 
each district written approval be- 
fore disposing of the matter. The 
county health unit also was in- 
structed to refer all desired hos- 
pitalization cases to a local doctor 
before sending them to the hos- 
piial.

Weafker Conditions Continue 
to Retard Crops and Impair 
Prospects in Kural Areas. 



While ttiere was considerable re- 
laxati(»l in retail trade last week 
when compared with the volume of 
the Easter rush periods of the pre- 
vious week and last year, business 
in general was well sustained, ac-j 
cording to nationwide reports to 
the Department of CMnmerce. Low 
inventories resulted in moderate 
improvement in some wholesale 
lines. 

Los Angeles reported broad im- 
provement with the Southern Cali- 
fornia business index reaching the 
highest point in several years with 
one exception, and furniture, 
household furnishings, radio and 
Spring apparel leading in gains. 
Oranges were also moving well and 
prices were steady. 

Crops Still Retarded 

Weather ccaiditions continued 
to retard crops and impair pros- 
pects in many regions. Dallas re- 
p<Mt€d some alleviation from 
drouth in Texas but plantlhgs 
were delayed. The condition of 
the wheat crop was given as 51% 
of normal with an estimated yield 
of 19,000,00& bushels, an increase 
of 9.000,000 bushels over last year. 
A 15% increase in cotton plantings 
was forecast. Top lambs opened 
in Ft. Worth at $8.25. best price "In 
years. 

Kansas City and St. Louis re- 
ported the need of moisture with 
grain crops and pastures in poor 
condition. Portland and Seattle 
reported some speeding up of crops 
in Northwest by hot weather, but 
rain was needed to prevent top 
soil from blowing away. Crop 
prospects were fair to good in the 
Minneapolis and Dakota regions, 
according to the Minneapolis re- 
port, but cold weather delayed 
germination. Los Angeles. San 
Francisco and Jacksonville report- 
ed fruits and vegetables moving 
satisfactorily at steady prices. 
Prospects were brighter in the 
Memphis area but planting was 
late. Wilmington estimated the 
Delaware winter wheat crop at 1,- 
496,000 bushels. Louisville reported 
adverse effect of hard Winter on 
wheat and rye and estimated a 
rise In Indiana corn acreage to 
4,280,000 acres. 

Construction Continues 
Construction activity was diver- 
sified and widespread. The Trl- 
States area centered at Pittsburgh 
had $20,640,000 const ruction 
awards for March, compared with 
half that amount for the same 
month last year. Louisvillet pro- 
jects were expected to absorb all 
bricklayers. Detroit had a new 
high for the year of $938,000, 
Kansas City permits were expect- 
ed to reach $8,000,000 during the 
year. New York reported heavy 
suburban residential construction. 
Permits in principal cities for 
March were greater than for any 
month since August 1931, amount- 
ing to $12iB.814.602. 

Industrial expansions continued 
Chicago reported a projected mil. 
lion dollar building by the Kraft- 
Phoenix Cheese Corporation. Los 
Angeles reported nine new indus- 
tries, including a niillton dollar 
woolen mill and $300,000 uphol- 
stery plant. Cleveland reported a 
proposed $12,000,000 three-year 
expansion program by the Owens 
Illinois Glass Co.. and a $100,000 
vacuum cleaner plant by the 
Hoover Company in Canton. Buf- 
falo reported a rise In the steel 
operating rate and a $40,000 steel 
scrap purchase, largest In years. 
Employment and payrolls by 32 
Pennsylvania coal firms were sub- 
stantially higher than last year, 
according to the Philadelphia re- 
port. New Orleans reported South- 
ern Pine Mill orders SS**; ahead 
of last year.

Mean temperature for the main, 
month of April was exactly that 
recorded as the mean for the 
month since 1874, according to the 
meteorological survey releaned this 
week by the U. S. Weather Bureau 
Station, at Cape Henry. 54,6 de- 
grees, normal temperature, were 
registered, the first month of 
1936 to reach normal figures. 

The warmest day of the month, 
when the thermometer soared to 
88 degrees. Was recorded as the 
15th, with the fourth day of the 
month the coldest, when a low 
reading of 37 degrees was reported. 
The warmrat April <biy on record 
for a 63 year period reached Uie 
figure of 97, while the coldest April 
day's reading in a similar period 
was 26 degrees. 

Because of the bitter cold 
weather of tlw (wenlng months <d 
the ymt. an aocumiteted d^ree 
deficiency ot 1S8 potaita Mil re- 



calhng for a considerable 
number of record-breaking hot 
days to adjust the annual temper- 
ature mean. This represents an 
average daily deficiency of 1. 1 de- 
grees recorded since January 1. 

Rainfall during April was re- 
ported at a total of 4.5 inches, an 
exc^s for the normal month of 
1.2 inches. Eighteen <rf the thirty 
days of the month were recwded 
as cloudy or party cloudy, with 
twelve clear days, most of them 
in the latter half of the month. 
Rain fell on ten dajns. 

Thunderstorms visited this sec- 
tion on April 3 and 15. with fog 
reported on April 2, 7, 10. Mid 11.

It is fitting that 
a special day shook! be set aside 
in their hcmor, that the tSwugbts 
of men shouU turn to those who 
gave them Mrth, but it is more 
awPfovxUkte that such simple steps 
as have here been outlined should 
be taken to imure their cimtinued 
good health, to eliminate Che fear 
of injury or death iii times of 
childMrth and to raise the stand- 
ards of general health both as re- 
gards their perstms and their 
homes. 

Should the present death rate 
continue. Mother's Day will be 
turned into a day of mourning 
rather tljan the period of hap- 
piness and gaiety towards which 
we now strive.

A BOON FOR THE BEACH 



Little known is the fact that re- 
ported maternal deaths in the 
United States last year amounted 
to 16,000, or almost half as many 
deaths as occurred in automobile 
accidents in the country, a situa- 
tion over which the average citizen 
now is thoroughly aroused. That 
a similar number of mothers and 
children have been cripple|d from 
childbirth is a maftei' not to be 
disputed. 

It is fitting, therefore, that in 
obser-.auce of liie clay annually set 
aside as a tribute to the iv.others 

"of the world we should call atten- 
tion to a few simple rujfis of pro- 
cedure laid down by competent 

. doctors and child hygiene expert-s 
for mothers to follow, hoping that 
from such a course some thought 
will be given to this appalling na- 
tional tragedy and, perhaps, from 
the observance of these rules some 
few lives will be spared. Investig- 
ation of- the reported deaths re- 
vealed that at least half of the 
total could have been prevented; 
which means, in simple language. 
that in about 8.000 homes la.st year 
the homemaker died needlessly, 
often leaving young children. 

The tragedy of untimely de- 
struction as represented by these 
figures reaches into every com- 
munity and Into many families, 
depriving the young of the bene- 
ficent instruction and understand- 

~ tog of mother and heaping, an^ Jin-. 
necessary burden upon older mem- 
bers of the family group, upon re- 
latives or upon the state. It re- 
sults, all too frequently, in the 
dissolution of the family, in the 
haphazard and unguided develop- 
ment of the children, who must 
necessarily suffer, whatever the 
tteatment accorded them, by that 
non-remediable loss of the person 
best able to guide them and most 
certain to love them. It Is a 
toagedy of waste which demands 
instant correction, for there Cjan 
te none so cruel as to pass by un- 
concerned in the face of these 
[rtartling revelations. 

Most important of the things 
which mothers should know in 
order to protect themselves and 
ttielr babies arc the five following 
instructions, the careful obser- 
vance of which will do more than 
any other known procedure to 
^minate the wanton destruction 
of mothers in the United States. 

1. A complete medical examina- 
tion early in pregnancy. Including 
a Wasserman test. 

2. Regular medical supenislon 
In pregnancy. 

3. An aseptic delivery, under 
the care of a physician. If possible. 

4. Supervision, care and in- 
struction until the mother Is able 
to resume her work. 

B. Examination of the mother 
at the end of six weelis after 
diUdbirth, three months, six 
■umths and a year. 
Simple are the instructions, but 
widespread their disregard, 
resulting in a situation where the

•sedlngly high mat«mal death

As Others See H 
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Unless definite steps are taken 
by the Town Council and the 
county Board of Supervisors, Prin- 
ces.s Anne Is certain to lose the 
Seaside Work Camp not later than 
May 15, leaving behind an un- 
finished masquito control project 
which right now looms as one of 
the most significant Improvements 
made locally in many years. The 
hiring of private labor to complete 
the Job which has been in pro- 
gress for several years under Fed- 
eral supenislon and financed 
largely by Federal funds is Im- 
possible, and, .should the camp be 
disbanded prior to the completion 
of the project, all that has been 
done in the way of control will be 
as naught whciT compared with 
that which yet remains to be com- 
pleted. 

According to Mr. Baillio, whose 
seiTlces as director of the project 
have won him a large measure of 
local approbation and support, 
some sixty days are needed to 
complete the work now underway. 
More time and more labor, he con- 
tinues, could be utilised, but the 
necessary projects— the ditching 
and draining of those areas chart, 
ed as most productive of mc^ui- 
toes — can be finished in the sug- 
gested time. It is with a view of 
maintaining the camp over this 
period that ne, as others inter- 
ested in the control program, is 
now seeking a posstble solution for 
the order oi dispersion. 

If the project in Lovett's marsh, 
the area to the south of the State 
Military Reservation, can be cmn- 
pleted, Mr. Baillio said several 
days ago, the breeding of mosqui- 
toes can be kept to a minimum for 
a period of not less than fifteen 
years. Residents of the south end 
of ttie town welcmne such en- 
ciMiraging news, and ttwir efforts 



The Nazis are not hurting any.

Dr. Eckener's reputati<m" 
is above such petty persecuUon. 

He has just piloted the von 
Hindenburg safely back to Ger- 
many on her maicten visage itcsa 
South America, despite dangerotm 
flying weather^ut no mention of 
Dr. Eekener is being made in the 
German press in connection with 
this achievement.' 

His great crime was his refusal 
to urge the people publicly to vote 
Ja in the recent plebiscite. He was 
one of a nimiber of celebrities who 
was asked to issue such appeals 
to the populace, and, as far as we 
are advjs^, the only one who de- 
clined£ So the dictatorship took 
instanr action against him. 

Everybody knows that Dr. 
Eekener is the outstanding zep- 
pelin commander of the world, and 
by far the most successful operator 
of lighter-than-alr craft. Where- 
as various American dirigibles 
have crashed, with heavy loss of 
life, the airships piloted by the 
great German navigator of the 
skies seem to function with perfect 
smoothness under all circum- 
stances. Dr. Eckner has lieen run- 
ning regular service between Ger- 
many and South America with 
amazing results. His ability to 
avoid mishaps and to bring his' 
ship across the ocean with a min- 
imiun of difficulty is proverbial.

which hi.s conscience rebelled. 
Such are the joys of living under 
a dictatorship, and such are the 
rewards of a man whose services 
to his Vaterland are Incalculable.

SELLING VIRGINIA TO THE 
NATION 



•fhe Old Domhiion, fabled for 
many years in song and story as a 
place of charm and beauty, stands 
revealed in all of its loveliness and 
foriner significance as the home- 
land of .statesmen in the Virginia 
Travelogue, brought to the screen 
of The Bayne Theatre last week. 
As is possible through no other 
medium, the roving camera ab- 
sorbed in every minute detail all 
of the vast wealth of scenic attrac- 
tion and historic shrine that here 
abounds, presenting the aggregate 
work of art to the nation at large 
as a picture of modern Virginia. 

When it Is learned that three 
copies of this film are being shown 
constantly throughout the country, 
always to capacity audiences, it is 
possible to secure some slight idea 
of its value as a publicity venture 
In attracting residents of other 
states within our own borders. We 
have seen many attempts made to 
sell this or that state, this or some 
other community to the nation 
generally, but never have we wit- 
nessed a result as striking as the 
film under consideration.

Wton Charles Morgan published 
THE FOUNTAIN, now more than 
four years ago, he was hailed as a 
novelist of more than the usual 
promise, and his novel was ac- 
claimed as missing greatness by 
the slenderest of margins by many 
sober critics. During these four 
years some of us who were inter- 
ested listened for tidings from Mr. 
Morgan's study. We gathered that 
he was working on another novel, 
that he was taking his time in 
order to do the best Job possible, 
and we hoped for and expected a 
successor to THE FOUNTAIN that 
should greatly surpass that work. 
And now. in SPARKENBROKE, 
the long awaited event has taken 
place. 

This reviewer reluctantly admits 
a feeling of baffled disappoint- 
ment. He is disappointed because 
S^ARKEl^BROKE contains s o 
many faults that might have been 
avoided: he is baffled, because In 
spite of the many and astounding 
faults SPARKENBROKE is not 
Q^y readable, but it is moving. 
Vmh its clumsy plot, its anti- 
climaxes, and its incredibilities it 
should not be moving, and yet it is. 

Take, for example, the matter 
of characters, of which there are 
three around whom everything 
centers. First, there is the in- 
credible Lord Sparkehbroke, him- 
.self. He is a poet who Is so im- 
portant that he can detnand — and 
get — $30,000, In advance royalties 
on his forthcoming book. Of course 
Milton couldn't get anything like 
that, even if -he were writing 
PARADISE LOST today. Un- 
fortunately Mr. Morgan gives us 
samples of his — Sparkenbroke's — 
poetry from time to time; the $30,- 
000 becomes more puzzUng than 
ever. Spaikenbroke just doesn't 
write the kind of verse that brings 
money, because the people with 
money simply wouldn't have the 
faintest idea what he was talking 
about. Then there is Mary, the 
central woman. Mary is just 
nineteen when Sparkcnbroke and 
Geoi:;e. the other man, meet her. 
But she is as sedate as any grand- 
mother and— it would seem — as 
dangerous to masculine equanim- 
ity as Cleopatra. Anyway, both 
men fall In love with her, though 
they are nearly twice her age, and 
though Sparkcnbroke is married 
and George, after a tragic love af- 
fair, has settled down to a hum- 
drum life of attending strictly to 
business. And Mary, bless her 
heart, loves them both. She mar- 
ries George, but she has plenty of 
room in her heart for Sparken- 
broke. 

I do not mean to be facetious, 
yet such things as this are not 
conducive to solemnity in review- 
uig a book. What I am vaguely 
and. I fear, vainly striving for is 
some way of explaining that out 
of such unutterable absurdity Mr. 
Morgan has created something ap- 
proximating literature. Sparken- 
broke. that tabloid editor's dream 
of Edgar Allan Poc with his pas- 
sion for death: Mary, that in- 
credible ingenue compounded of 
Elsie Dmsmore and Mae We^; 
and Q&xcge, that slippered pan- 
taloon out of Ian Maclaren, In- 
credible as they are, they actually 
come to life In Mr. McM^an's 
hands, ai^ demand n<A (miy our 
interest but our irity. in spite of 
<Nir comnum a^iae ire have to be- 



. lieve in them; in spite Of our 
I amusement, they take hold of our 
affections. They shouldn't, but 
they do, and there is nothing for 
it, once the story is begun, but to 
go on with them to the end. And 
to such an end— Sparkcnbroke 
meets his true love. Lady Death: 
Mary is left with a loving hus- 
band; George finds nothing to 
worry about, being left in posses- 
sion of the field since ills rival bias 
departed. And Lady Sparkcnbroke, 
who seems to be more abused ai^nd 
neglected than she deserves to.be 
under the circumstances, is, for- 
tunately, a philosopher. 

What SPARKENBROKE really 
does, regardless of what the au- 
thor sets out to dp. is to present a 
study in what I may call, for lack 
of a better term, "siplit affection." 
I don't known what the psycholo 
gists call it, if they ha\e a term, 
but some of them, at le''.':^ r 



cognize the possiblity of oae per- 
sm's loving two of the opposite 
.sex. This is Mary's problem. Mr. 
Morgan does- not attempt to ex- 
plain such a phenomenon: he 
merely accepts it (as he did im- 
pUcitly in THE FOtJNTAIN) and 
he exploits it here much more con- 
vincingly than any objective des- 
cription of the novel is likely to 
saggest. 

I enjoyed SPARKENBROKE. on 
the whole. I enjoyed it greatly. 
But it is not the novel I had hoped 
the author would write. Admirer.s 
of THE FOUNTAIN will probably 
feel that they must wait a little 
longer' for that masterpiece they 
believe Mr. MorgarKwill some day 
give to the world.

Yours For a Youthful Back

And it is just this time of the 
year that a special Inventory 
should be taken not only of your 
back, but your arms and thighs as 
well. All extra scouring seems to 
be in order to keep ♦he skin fit. 

All winter loug. *.e wearing of 
beavier fabrics has had a tendency 
to buffet the skin, and with the 
combined heat and excessive mois- 
ture, many a skin blemish and 
blackhead has made its appear- 
ance. During cold weather, the 
skin around the upper arms and 
IhJKhs often develops liCtle horny 
pings where the pores have been 
clogged, preventing the normal ex 
cretion of oil and body waste Then 
too. there Is always that constant 
shedding of dead scales. A good 
rtib with a brush hastens their de- 
parture and makes way for a fresh 
new layer of skin. 



In selecting yonr bath brush, 
make certajn that it has a long 
handle, espMially curved to fit the 
back. It will work wonders la 
eradicating the effects of skin 
blemishes caused by the friction ot 
fabrics. A brush made by a well- 
known firm has a grand maple han- 
dle with a head that slliis off and 
has a strap for scrubbing immedi- 
ate areas. 

The soft, white bristles are re- 
specters of delicate skins and yet 
are firm enough to thoroughly rout 
any foreign particles which may 
have lodged on the back or any- 
where else on the body they may 
have found a resting place. 

In scouring the skin, use warm 
water— If It Is hard, soften It with 
almond meal, starch or one ot the 
water softeners. Use a toilet soap, 
and warm water and get up a gen- 
erous lather. Begin by working on 
the spine, thoroughly massaging 
the vertebrae. This speeds up the 
circulation and sends the blood 
surging through the body. An 
extra rub at the base ot the nerk 
Is very relaxing. After thoroughly 
scrubbing the body, rinse off the 
lather with a shower of cool water, 
or by cupping fresh water from the 
faucet with your hands.

In riding through the country 
the past week or two the straw- 
berry fields caught our eyes — and 
appetites — and sent us -scurrying 
to the markets to see if the south- 
em berries were on sale. Sure 
enough, there they were, just as 
red and luscious as our imagina- 
tions had painted them. Our next 
step was to try out some new re- 
cipes. Some of these were so suc- 
cessful we have decided to pass 
them on to you. 

Here is an old-fashioned short- 
cake recipe that is fine now for 
strawberries and can be used later 
with many of the siunmer fruits: 
Strawberry Shortcake 
2 c. flour 

5 tsp. baking powder 
1 tsp. salt 

4 tbsp. sugar 

5 tbsp. shortening 
1 egg 

3i c. milk 

Sift dry ingredients, cut in 
shortening, add milk and beaten 
egg. Press mixture into two 
greased 8 inch cake pans and bake 
at 450° 15 minutes. Butter each 
layer while hot and add crushed 
strawberries or fruit desired and 
sugar between layers and on top. 
Serve with cream. 

Some nice variations with your 
sliortcake recipe as a base: 
Strawberry Roils 

Ad() Va tsp. cinnamon to short- 
cake recipe. Roll out to ^ inch 
in thickness. Spread with 3 tbsp. 
soft butter — cover with sliced 
strawberries, minced fruit, or 
whole small berries — then sprinkle 
with sugar — roll like a jelly roll — 
cut in 1 inch pieces. Place in a 
greased pan, cut side down. 
Sprinkle tops with sugar. Bake at 
375° for 30-35 mhiutes. Serve with 
soft custard, crhshed berries, ice 
cream, or cream. 

Strawberry Loaf 

To 1 qt. berries add 1 c. sugar 
and '2 c. flour. Line a greased 
bread pan with shortca0 dough 
which has been rolled to Vi inch 
in thickness. Fill with the berries 
and cover over, folding the bottom 
crust over the berries. Bake at 
375 for 30-40 minutes. 

Have you thought of using 
strawberries in your salads? 
May Day Salad 
1 pt. strawberries 
1 small pineapple 
Cottage or cream cheese 
Mayonnaise- French Dressing 
Hearts of lettuce 
Cut strawberries and dice pine- 
apple. Combine the two. Serve 
over cheese in nests of crisp let- 
tuce. Pass mayonnaise or French 
dressing. 
For your refrigerator: 

Frozeii Strawberi^ 
SUghtly mash 1 qt. strawberries. 
Add 1 c. xxxx sugar and juice of 
1 lemon. Freeze 1 hour In fast 
freezing tray, or iMig enough to 
harden mixture. 

Of course, you'll want to have 
a few jars of strawberries for the 
coming winter (if they last that 
long). 

Strawberry Preserves 
Make a syrup of two cups sugar 
and half a cup of water. Boil un- 
til it hairs. Prepare two cuiw 
strawberries and drop slowly into 



syrup. Cook three minutes. Note: 

A little lemon juice may be added. 

Strawlierry Mum 

Prepare berries, to each poimd 
of fruit add % pound granulated 
sugar. Let stand about an hour to 
start the juice, simmer, stir fre- 
quently, as soon as possible begin 
rapid cooking being careful not to 
scorch, cook until thick, pour into 
sterilized'^ars, cool, seal, store in 
cool place. 

Strawberry Jam (With CetUt) 

Prepare two quarts of straw- 
berries and add three pounds of 
sugar. Bring fruit and sugar to 
a boil, and boil for one minute. 
Then add '/a bottle O/2 cup) 
Certo. Turn into sterilized glassi 
and seal when cold.

Wild ducks and the prolific littl^ 
fcillilish — ^two of Nature's great^V 
experts at mosquito birth ccHitrol — 
are to be enlisted in a new kind 
of strategy to leftgthen intervals 
between mosquito bites being 
launched for the first time at Long 
Island, N. Y.. this spring. And the 
new idea promises not only a un- 
ique means of relief from the pests, 
but it also promises settlement of 
a nationwide controversy between 
wild-life conservationists and 
public mosquito control agencies, 
according to the More Game Birds 
Foundation. 

Conservationists have protested 
that the spending of millions of 
unemployment relief dollars on 
mosquito marsh drainage without 
'due consideration of its effects 
upon beneficial wildlife was creat- 
ing vast "biological, deserts." An 
enormous acreage of wild duck 
habitats has virtually been ruined 
by the work and the narrow steep- 
sided ditches have proven un- 
escapable pitfalls for thousands of 
hapless ducklings, it is claimed. 
Plan Is Developed 

Mosquito control experts have 
cotmtered with the claim that no 
>4l^ible plan to mitigate effects of 
marsh ditching on wildlife had 
been discovered. Now, after a co- 
operative study by tjhe Suffolk 
County Mosquito Extermination 
Commission, of Long Island; the 
Southampton Wildfowl Association 
and other wildlife interests, a 
double-barreled mosquito control- 
wildfowl restoration plan has been , 
developed. 

The new strategy to be used 
against the pests calls for the 
creation of numerous wild duck 
and killifish breeding ponds in the 
mosquito drainage systems. Here 
the two prodigious consumers of 
quito larvae may flourish and 
multiply in miniature wildfowl 
picnic grounds. 

The ponds are to be excavated 
at the Junction of drainage 
ditches. Excavated material is to 
be pUed in the center of the ponds 
as nesting islands on which food 
and cover plats are to be set out to 
make them attractive to the ducks. 

To maintain, water levels in 
ponds and ditches, enabling both 
fieh and ducks to cruise the entire 
drainage system in seai'ch of mos- 
quito wrigglers, miniature dams 
are to be installed at pond and 
ditch outlets. These wjU be of a 
suitable height to permit free cir- 
culation of water and to maintain 
adequate water levels in the. sys- 
tem to protect aquatic waterfowl 
food plants and the fish from de- 
struction during diy periods.

Soil-building practices for which 
cooperating producers in Virginia 
can receive soil-building payments 
under the 1936 Agilcultural Con- 
seiTation program have been ap- 
proved, according to H. W. Ozlin, 
county agent. 

The practices approved followed 
the recommendations of the State 
Agricultural Conserva,tion Com- 
mittees and the Land Grant Col- 
leges. Their value has been de- 
monstrated by actual tests at 
State and Federal experiment sta- 
tions and by use on many farms 
in the States. 

Is Additional Payment 
Although the rates of payment 
for the approved soil-building 
practices will not cover the total 
co.st of putting them into effect. 
they should go far enough toward 
meeting these costs to induce 
farmers to put the practices into 
effect in 1936. The soil-building 
payment is in addition to the soil- 
conserving payment, which is 
made to farmers who plant a part 
j3f. their soil-depleting base acre- 
iige to soil-conserving crops in 
1936. 

There, is a soil- building allow- 
ance, of 'atop limit for the soil- 
building payment, which is cal- 
culated for any fai-m by multiply- 
ing b3i|$l the number of acjjps of 
soil-conse£j'ihg crops on the farm 
in 1936. except that if this 'acreage 
is less than 10 &cves tjie soil- 
building allowance is $19/ For 
example, on a farm with 60 acres 
in soil-conserving crops in 193f6., 
the soil-building allowance would 
be $60. The farmer would earn 
part or all of the $60, depending 
upon the amount to which he 
would be entitled for seeding 
legumes, ^-owing green manure 
crops, planting forest trees, im- 
proving land by the use of lime 
and superphosphates, and control- 
ling erosion on crop land. All 
practices must be carried out in 
accordance with good farming 
pra6tice, using such methods and 
such kinds and quantities of seeds, 
trees and other materials as con- 
form to good farfhlng practice. 
Materials and labor hiust be fur- 
nished by the farmer dt his ex- 
pense. 

Rates of Pay Listed 

The legumes which may be seed- 
ed, with or without a nurse crop, 
either alone or in connection with 
perennial grasses, and the rates of 
pay are: Alfalfa, sericea, or kudzu, 
$2 an acre: red, or mammoth 
clover. $1.50; alsike, sweet, white, 
burr, or crimson clover, and Aus- 
trian winter peas, vetch, annual 
lespedeza, or crotalaria, $1; legume 
mixtures containing more than 50 
percent by weight of legumes men- 
tioned above for the $1.50 or $2 
rate, $1.50 an acre: legume mix- 
tures containing 50 percent or 
more by weight of the legumes 
mentioned for the $1 rate, $1 an 
acre. 

All these legumes must be seeded 
between January ■ 1. 1936, and 
October 31, 1936,

Retail Trade Shows Laigging 
Tendency in Certain Sec- 
tions of Comtry. 

The pace of retail trade drop- 
ped slightly behind improvement 
in other lines, compared with the 
previous week, but in the majcHity 
of. instances, the volume continued 
ahead of last year, according to 
nationwide reports to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. In cities 
where warm weather prevailed, the 
volume was stimulated. Whole- 
sale reflected somewhat the same 
tendency of retail. Widespread 
rainfall relieved fears of a disas- 
trous drought in the Southwest 
and crop prospects were improved. 
Particularly bright spots in the re- 
tail trade field were Louisville,- 
Atlanta, and Pittsburgh. Gains 
heretofore recorded in apparel 
lines gave way to rises in the v6l- 
ume of house-fumishings. 

Rains revived the "dust bowl" 
resulting in boosted hopes of farm- 
ers in Texas, Missouri, Kansas, 
and the Northwest, Dallas and 
Houston reported farmers were en- 
couraged by rains that fell over 
the State, but lack of m.oisture 
continued. St. Louis reported good 
progress in corn planting as a re- 
sult of rains, but low temperature 
retarded growth of crops. Farm 
work was rushed in the Seattle 
area as a result of moderate rains 
which spread to Eastern Oregon. 
Minneapolis reported crops react- 
ing favorably, but some frost dam- 
age in the North. The wheat crop 
in the Dakotas was affected by 
poor seed. San Francisco reported 
excellent crop outlook and aspara- 
gus canning Industry operating at 
capacity.

Organization Will Seek to Pre- 
vent Diversion of Gas Taxes 
From Roads. 



OH men of Princess Anne Coun- 
ty met In the Virginia Beach 
School Auditorium Tuesday night, 
and, after listening to an account 
of tax problems presented by E. 
A. Kyhn, of Richmcmd, secretary 
of the Virginia Petroleum Indus. 
tries Committee, elected to form a 
local organization to be known as 
the Princess Anne County Pet- 
roleum Industries Ctxnmittee. In 
line with this, C. W. Komegay, of 
Virginia Beach, was elected chair- 
man, and P. H. Bonney. of Creeds, 
vice-chairman. 

In his addi-ess to the -oil men . 
Mr. Kyhn cited as the cause of 
rising taxation the constant de- 
mands that are being made on 
government for additional services. 
When the source of revenue for 
these services is looked for, organ- 
ised groups are able to keep them- 
selves from being taxed, with the 
result that an unprotected source 
of taxation is usually found in 
motorists and petroleum products. 

Expfadns Mb Tax Bill 

This, Mr. Kyhn stated, explains 
the national tax bill as imld by 
motorists, which in 1035 exceeded 
one bilUcm dollars. Of this amount, 
eight hundred mllllmi dollars were 
collected by the Federal and state 
governments in gasoline taxes. Mr. 
Kyhn went on to say that Virginia 
motorists contributed thirteen mil- 
lions of this amount, which com- 
bined with registration fees, total- 
led nineteen million dollars, or

Retail trade was shan^ better 
than the previous week under the 
impetus at warmer weather in 
most sectiims of the country, but 
wholesale was much more reserved, 
according to nationwide reports tn 
the Department of Commerce.

New KesMtences Reported 

A vast program of construction 
was> under way throughout the 
country with residential building 
predominating. New Orleans re- 
ported a gain in residential con- 
struction of 700% in April over 
last April; Rochester's gain was 
83%; Omaha. 431%. Houston per- 
mits of $8,366,498 to date (his year 
exceed the entire year 1935. In 
Cleveland the total for the four 
months of $5,868,435 compared 
with $1,953,979 in the 1935 period. 
In the same four months period, 
St. Louis had a gain of $375,000 
over last year. In Detroit, permits 
for {he week of $l,0(i|iOOO com. 
pared with $278,000 in nhe same 
week last year. Louisville reported 
PHA approval of 9,430 loans in 
115 Kentucky counties for $6,001.- 
136 and plans for a new 100-room 
hotel in Covington. Ky. New sub- 
urban residences predominated in 
Chicago and four pre-fabricatfed 
steel houses were exhibited. Sub- 
stantial gains over the previous 
and 1935 week were also reported 
by Dallas. Fort Worth, Atlanta. 
Indianapolis. Boston and San 
Francisco. There was moderate 
slowing up in Philadelphia and 
Cincinnati, compared with last 
week. 

Reports gave evidence of a 
further broadening of industrial 
activity with a consequent bene- 
ficial effect on emuloyment. The 
steel centers of Pittsburgh, Cleve- 
land, Buffalo and Birminp;ham 
maintained operating rates on 
practically the same basLs as last 
week with Buffalo reporting the 
highest rate in six years The 
Cleveland rate was being sustained 
by an Increased deniantl for stpel 
pipe and plates with Iiorain plants 
operating at capacity. This type 
of business wa.s also bf;in<» handled 
by Pittsburgh plants where railroad 
car and steel barge orders were 
also increasing. In Seaill';, tlie 
Pacific Car & Foundry Co.. added 
300 workers for handliat; a. 500 
refrigerator car order ftor.i the 
Pacific Pi'uit Express Co.. involv- 
ing $2,000,000. 

Payroll Additlpns 

Los Angeles reported 240 addi- 
tions to payrolls during the jfirst 
quarter as a result of the location 
of 55 new industries and expai^- 
slon of 71 plants, while the Shell 
Oil Co., announced construction of 
a $4,500,000 crude oil pipe line and

EDUCATION BEFORE VERDUN 
By Arnold Zweig 

Viking. 447 pp. $2.50

The theme of 'Education before 
Verdun," like that of "The Case of 
Sergeant Orischa," can be stated 
thus: War is horrible, purposeless 
and futile; it causes meii to suffer, 
and out of the suffering arises no- 
thing worthwhile. The tone of 
the book is soundly struck by the 
death message of little Sergeant 
Sussmann: "Tell my parents that 
it was worthwhile: and to Lieuten- 
ant Kroysing that It wasn't; It was 
a bloody fraud from beginning to 
end." 

The action of "Education before 
Verdun" takes place in or near 
the front lines of the - German 
army before the fortress of Ver- 
dun; the background, the panor- 
ama of a war horrible to contem- 
plate in view of the abject misery 
of the combatants. The war it- 
self is the chief character of the 
book, an evil monster without con- 
.science. purpose or guidance, the 
result of a Kaiser's misshapen 
dieam, a devourer of life. hope, 
and civilization, striking with 
childish inconsistency good and 
bad, poor and rich, peasant and 
aristocrat, the pagan and the 
Christian alike. The work drips 
realism. As a portrait of the actual 
scenes of war, It has few equals 
The sounds, smells, tastes, and 
feeling.s associated with war are 
primly portrayed. The bursting of 
shrapnel, the screams of the 
wounded, the shrieks of the hurt- 
ling shells: these are not shirked. 
The filth of war Is uncovered. It 
is impossible to deny the power of 
Arnold Zwelg's work, Impoailble 
that one should not admit that the 
war was something like what he

And in the death of Ser- 
geant Sussmann. brought back 
from death many times in the 
seething hell at the front, only to 
pass finally because a bungling 
yokel in a training camp pulled 
the pin from a^ practice grenade? 
Is there cynicism in the fact -that 
the raid that killed Kroysing. the 
infidel and pagan, killed also 
Father Lochigr, the wise, gentle 
Catholic piT^? 

Well, no matter for that. We 
have here a provocative novel, one 
which will Impress the horrors of 
modern warfare upon those who 
have not yet met with them. It 
will bring up many arguments, 
call forth old ghosts that had bet- 
ter be left lying. The reek of com- 
munism, of the ancient feud be- 
tween the Prussian and the Jew. 
makes it easy to understand Why 
Zwelg was cast out of the Reich 
by the Hltlerian government. And, 
though the novel leaves us dis- 
satisfied, we cannot but think that 
Its author Intended for us to feel 
th^t way, and to recognize a 
parallel between the disorganiza- 
tion and purpo-selessness of his 
novel and the disorganisation and 
purposelessness of war.

his pajrment. 

If the acreage on the farm in 
1036 devoted to cotton, tobacco, 
peanuts, or all other soil-depleting 
cnKM is increased above the base, 
such increase will be bulanced

He sufjgMted that every farmer 
in Princess Anne county plan out 
his fields, maitally at least, as he 
would like to farm ttiem under a 
cropping system that he knows 
would hcdd and build up his land. 
Ukely he has not been able to 
f(41ow such a system because of 
lack of money. 

When a farmer has done this, 
Mr. Ozlin suggests that he then 
investigate ttie nei* soil conserva- 
tion program to see how his plans 
fit in with it. In most cases, he 
believe fanners will be surprised 
at how closely the new program 
matches his own plans, if those 
plans have been based on sound 
farm management principle. 
Grants of Money Made 

To farmers applying for and 
complying with the new program 
of soil conserving and soil building 
practices, grants of money will be 
made late next fall or early win- 
ter. .Soil conservation to Improve 
the future of agriculture and sus- 
tained buying power to maintain 
and increase recovery are of vital 
importance to the nation; hence 
tne government is teaming up with 
the farmer to help finance the Job 
of making American farms secure, 
he points out. 

A farmer whose farm plans for 
1936 conform to the flexible soil 
conserving program may be paid 
at the rate of $10 an acre, average 
for the United, States but varying 
with -above or below average soil 
productivity for states and coun- 
ties, on IS percent of his general 
soli depleting base shifted to soil 
conserving crops. The productiv- 
ity of crop land in any county will 
be based on the average yield of 
the major soil depleting crop. In 
this county, Mr. Ozdln says, the 
major crop will likely be com, 
with potatoes and spinach as al- 
ternates, and the payment about 
$8 per acre. 

Cotton Payment 5 Cents Pound 

Where cotton Is the major soil 
depleting crop, payment will be 
made at the rate of 5 cents a 
pound for the normal lint cotton 
yield on land shifted from cotton 
to soil conserving crops. Not more 
than 35 percent of the base acre- 
age of cotton may be so shifted. 

In addition to these soil con- 
serving payments, soil building 
payments of not more than $1 per 
acre of soil conserving crops on 
the farm In 1936 will be granted to 
farmers to help finance the seed- 
ing of soil conserving crops and 
othe.r approved practices. If iuch 
acreage totals less than 10 acres, 
the soil building allowance will be 
ten dollars.

(Continaed From Page One) 
thirty-Mlfbt percent of the entire 
State lOTiropriation. ■ 

The ap e afc er emphasized that 
great danger lay in this because 
interested groups were complain 
ing of this large percentage of 
the State's revenue being spent on 
roads. In seeUng tax relief for 
themselv^ft, they were anxious to 
increase the burden already paid 
by motorists both by using the 
highway funds for other purposes 
and raising the rate of taxation. 
8«ne Trend Elewhere 

This trend, also noted in other 
states, Mr. Kyhn Informed his 
hearers, has fc»ced oil men 
throughout the country to organize 
for the protection of their custom- 
ers and themselves. Their activity 
represents no attempt to dodge 
fair and reasonable taxation, but 
Is a state-wide movement for tax 
Justice, economical government 
and effective administration of 
public revenue. 

Mr. Kyhn stated that the present 
tax of six cents a gallon on gaso- 
line constituted a sales tax of forty 
percent, which motorists were 
charged to build highways. Diver- 
sion, he stressed, would mean that 
motorists would be charged to use 
the highways they have already 
paid for. Asking for a total elim- 
ination of the Federal gasoline tax 
and a reduction of the State tax 
at the earliest opportunity, Mr. 
Kyhn quoted figures proving that 
the cost of gasoline had steadily 
decreased while the tax had in- 
creased — indicating that gasoline 
Is cheap— only the tax is high.

It is possible that some arrange- 
ment could be made with local 
garagemen to handle the removal 
of the discarded automobiles, for 
there is none in such poor health 
as not to have a few parts of value 
to him who makes a business of 
repairing cars. Whether or not 
such an arrangement would he a 
satisfactory one we do not know, 
but we are convinced that the 
failure to remove such skeletal re- 
mains as now greet both residents 
arid visitors alike indicates a con- 
dition of carelessness and gross 
neglect from which the Town 
fathers cannot escape a full share 
of the blame. 

Because of the lack of garage 
facilities, it would be both futile 
I and unwise at this time to suggest 
an ordinance forbidding all-night 
parking oh the streets, but some 
steps could be taken, in line with 
Mr. Terry's suggestion, to impound 
cars which are parked continuous, 
ly in one spot for more than a 
day or two. But, whether or not 
such a suggestion' is practical, 
there is none may question the 
right of the Town engineer or 
police to drag to the Junk heap 
such unsightly hulks as are found 
Ml Twenty-first Stneet.

Mr. POK writes with a ptditiccK 
sociological mirpose. His primary 
obJeeUve is to examine the Mongtd 
cti^Hzatimi from which OengMs 
Khan sprain, and to survey Uw 
environing cultures of China to 
the east and the Moslem empire of 
Asia MimMr to the west which ex- 
erted a pnrfound effect upon the 
direction of Mmgcri development. 
Wllen Temnjin— to give th^on- 
Queror his name rather than his 
title— was bom in tlie late thir- 
teenth century, the Mongols were 
at a critical stage in their history. 
The old clan . stnicture of society 
with its blood-feuds and patriar- 
chal domination was breaking 
down into anarchy. The nomads 
were ripe to be molded into a na- 
tion. It was Temujin who contri- 
buted the organizing efficiency 
and the military genius to effect 
this result. 

The process, however, was a slow 
one. Temujin had no such career 
as a youthful world-shaker as 
Macedonian Alexander or the boy. 
king Charles XII of Sweden. Only 
after many years of hard fighting, 
defeat, and humiliation did he 
succeed in 1206 in organizing the 
Mongol tribes into a state. He was 
then fifty years old. His nomads 
held the territory corresponding 
roughly to modem Mongolia, 
stretching to the north of Tibet 
and west of the Chinese empire. 
The neighboring icingdoms were 
still unaware of the existence of 
this small but powerful nomad na- 
tion. Their awakening, however, 
was swift and terrible. 

The empire of China, sunk in 
decay, racked with anarchy, split 
into two dynasties of North and 
South, was Temujin's first (rt>Jec. 
tive. In a long can^aign, he sue. 
ceeded in reducing most of the 
northern or Kin kingdom to his 
suzerainty. Re then tumed his 
attientlon to the west. There, from 
the very borders of the Mongol 
grass lands to the shores of the 
Black Sea stretched the rich 
Moslem empire, numliering amcmg 
its gorgeous cities the falmlous 
Bokhara, Samarkand, and UrganJ. 
With brilliant strategy, Temujin 
poured his armies into Asia Minor 
and overran the entire country. 
His cavalry raided into Europe, 
engaging the Muscovites far to the 
nortti of the river Don. and swept 
down through the passes of Afg- 
hanistan into the plains of India. 
This conquest Temujin did not 
live to complete. He died consoli- 
dating his victories as he was on 
the marct) against the reliellious 
Tangut kingd(Mn in August of 1237. 
He was In his seventy-first year. 
Th(»e who->came after him, how- 
ever, continued the work of domin- 
ation; his grandson. Kublai Khan, 
ruled half the population of the 
known world. 

Mr. Pox is interested not so 
much in the Khan's military car- 
eer, but in the causes which 
brought about or made possil^ 
this ciHiquest. He does tu>t believe 
that Temujin rode to his victories 
bnpelled by a sense of Mongol 
destiny and an urge for power. 
The nomad ruler was rather forced 
to take the field by the econmnlc 
and racial conditions of the sur.

upon the Mongol people. It was

Reducing gasoUne tax rates to 
levels sufficiently low to enable 
motor vehicle owners to afford to 
maintain their motor vehicles in 
safe-operating condition was sug- 
gested by B. A. Kyhn. Secretary of 
the Virginia Petroleum Industoies 
Committee, as a means of promot- 
ing highway safety. 

Mr. Kyhn recommended also 
that the enth-e reveniM collected 
from gasoline taxes, and from 
other special additional levies paid 
by motor vehicle owners, be used 
exclusively to finance safe high- 
ways. 

"Excessive gasoline taxes in- 
crease motor vehicle operating 
costs so materially," said Mr. 
Kyhn, "that owners with limited 
budgets sometimes find' it difficult 
to give their vehicles proper care. 
In order to keep expenditures low. 
they may postpone needed work 



even to the point where highway 
safety is endangered because their 
vehicle actually is imsafe. While 
this may tie false economy, it is 
understandable in view of the fact 
that the average motor vehicle 
owner has to pay so much in fed- 
eral and state gasoline taxes, as 
well as other special additional 
ieries; '"^ 

"Highway safety Is Jeoimrdtsed 
also by the failtu-e of some states 
to Maintain their highways be- 
cause insufficient funds remain 
after revenues from gasoline taxes 
have been used for general pur- 
poses. Any study of highway ac- 
cidents will show that their growth 
hag paralleled the Increase 'hi the 
amount of highway funds diverted 
to other uses. 

"If every last cent of this money 
were spent upon roads, and road 
work were based uprni a planned, 
long-term program, with roads 
adapted to tratffc needs, it would 
be possible to reducqrvasoline tax 
rates, eiwble tne lUotor vehicle 
owner to keep his car in good con- 
dition, and, at the same time to 
assure tife construction of safe 
lighways. Certahily it is the height 
of injustice to tax the motorist for 
safe roads and then use hie money 
for something else."

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BAKING WITH LEMON JUIGE 



rIS tnuut black turban Is eas- 
ily crocheted from ribbon 
itrtps of Cellophane cellulose film, 
after a design by Loulsesanders, 
well-known New York modlsta. It 
IS called The Du Barry. 

A 22" beadsise requires 220 yards 
If M" black ribbon. The stitch Is 
itngle crochet, taking up both 
loops at each stitch. Using a #2 
srochet needle, cbain tightly 
sno^b stitches to make 23" when 
irorked. Then single crochet enough 
rows to make 6%" when completed. 
Lap the flnt8he<l piece to make a 
12" headstze, surt at lower edge 
ind sew together IH" toward top. 
Bring upper comer down and 
»tcb at this point. Measure 3Vi" 
ilong edge and pin to remaining 
somer. sewing edge to make right 
tide loop. For front loop, measure 
I", along top edge and uck at cen- 
ter, which leaves the back loop 
uade. About %" up from the center 



front a small tuck Is taken. To 
complete loops, measure t^k" from 
lap on right side to front, and IH* 
up from edge. At this point, start 
sewing loop in place to top center. 
Now measure W from front loop 
toward back and S" Dp from edge. 
At this point, start sewing back 
loop In place to top center. Meas- 
ure 5^" from lap on right side to 
front and SVfc" ap from edge. At 
this pomt. start sewing right loop 
In place. 

Now the bat to ready -to be 
steamed and molded to the head, 
with the front loop pressed a lit- 
tle to the right, the right side loop 
pressed down slightly and the top 
loop pressed toward the left Have 
milliner block. If desired. A plastlo 
ornament and a stiff mesh veil give 
a finishing touch.

The dictionary says that the 
lemcm is an acid fruiS related to 
the orange. As far as baking is 
concerned, the connection is very 
slight. Lemon Juice Is far stronger 
in acid content, cmd more con- 
centrated in flavor. 

Hot lemonade! Cold lemonade! 
One toings thoughts of comfort, 
the other of refreshment. Both are 
delightful in flavor. It may be 
t>ecau8e of the shanmess <rf the 
acid, but lemon Juice is the only 
citrus fruit Juice that is delicious 
served hot. The same is true 
of baked products which depend 
on the fruit Juices for flavw. 
Those made with lem(Hi juice are 
good served hot or cold . . . those 
made with the other Juices are at 
their best served cold. 

c CnrdHng Sweet Milk 
Lemon Juice can be used to 
curdle sweet milk when a sulratitute 
for naturally soured milk is de- 
sired. Simply place 1 Vz tablespoons 
lemon Juice in a standard mea- 
suring cup, fill with sweet milk, 
mix well and let stand until curd- 
led. This mixture can be used 
wherever sour milk or butter milk 
is specified. There will be no 
lemon flavor or odor, and th^ 
baked product will have the char- 
acteristics of a sour milk or but- 
termilk product. The following 
recipe for "Soda Biscuits" Is a 
good illustration of the use of arti- 
fifslly curdled milk: 

Lemon juice with baking soda 
forms an interesting type of 
leavening agent. Products leavened- 
by this method have a fine firm 
crumb, different from that pro^ 
duced by any other form of 
leavening. ^^^^ 

1>2 tablespoonfuls lehion Juice 
-with '2 teaspoonful baking soda 
will, as a general rule, leaven 2 
cups of flour, and leave no trace 
of flavor or. odor. 

When a slight excess of lemon 
Juice is used to obtiiin~a lemon 
flavor, the battel' used for cakes 
must be stiffer than is normiUly 
the case. The crumb of products 
having a slight excess of acid 
material is fine-grained and quite 
firm. The crust browns slowly, is 
a little soft when it comes from 
the oven but crisps somewhat on 
cooling. The crust of hot breads 
is more tender. 

Note: Lemon Juice has little in 
common with lemon extract. It 
is more delicate, both In aroma 
and taste. On first acquaintance, 
real lemon flavor seems to consist 
of after-taste. But with longer 
acquaintance and more frequent 
use. the appreciation of its delicate 
properties grows. The use of grated 
lemon rind definitely increases the 
lemon arinna during baking and 
adds somewhat to the flavor after 
baking. The grating should be 
done vei-y lightly, u-sing only the 
golden yeHow portions of the peel. 
Canned lemon juice may be sub- 
stituted for fresh.

Se^evtaig the aoccHnpUdunents 
of the Resettlement Administra- 
tion duriiw its first year. Director 
MaA pitted out that on May 1 
his organization had put 10.000 
men to wort, sUrted 355,000 farm 
f amiltes on the road to rel»bUita- 
'tlon and oi^ioned for irarchase 
476,000 acres for its program of 
better use df land in the five states 
of Regkm IV. These states are 
N<nth CaK*na, Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky, Virginia and West Virginia. 
"Most of the workers now em- 
ployed on tlie twenty-three land 
demcHistration projects in Region 
rv were drawn from WPA rolls," 
IHrector Mask stated. "The peak 
of employment has not yet been 
reached.' 

"Through the rural rehabilita- 
tion program, Uie Resettlement 
Administration is extending a 
helping hand to more than 35,000 
families in the five states, and ad- 
ditional thousands, in need of 
loans for livestock, seed, fertilizer, 
implements and subsistence with 
which to help themselves fight 
their way back from the crushing 
effects of the deprrasion and re- 
lief, are yet to be enrolled. 
Problem Areas Stadled 
"Of the land, Resettlement has 
under option, 402,000 acres lie in 
'problem areas' where stranded 
and poverty-pinched families have 
been trying to scratch a bare exist- 
ence from soil that never should 
have been put into cultivation. 
These areas are being converted 
into forests, game refuges and 
parks, for which they are better 
adapted. In addition, 74,000 acres 
are under option in the region for 
community farmstead projects on 
which qualified farm families, in- 
cluding those being removed from 
the problem areas, are being re- 
located. , 

"Special tenant farm purchase 
projects, on which share-croppers 
are being given a chance to own 
farms by spreading payments over 
a long period, have been started in 
North Carolina and Tennessee." 
Broadly speaking, Mr. Mask 
pointed out. the Resettlement pro- 
gram is based on the fact that 
there is plenty of good I4nd and 
that it is socially and economically 
wasteful for people to try to cul- 
tivate unprofitable farms. 

"We are operating on the theory 
that the lands in the so-called 
problem areas are not really bad 
lands — but are merely being badly 
used," he said. "For destitute and

The article in question, however, 
pomted out, by the* use of com- 
parative statistics, that "amproxi- 
mately one-half of Virginia's 
adults who otherwise would qualify 
as voters are being denied the 
privilege of takmg part in their 
government k& a result of the poll 
tax as a prere^islte for voting." 
At that time, approxhnately 800,- 
000 perscms were paying the Ipvy. 
but much less than half the ninn- 
ber were participating m the 
Statewide elections. General 
apathy and the three-year, six 
months' requirement apparently 
accounted largely for the disparity 
in the figures. 

There is much to be said on both 
sides of the question. In tax-re- 
quirement States. Uke Virginia— 
and it must be said that there are 
comparatively few of them— it is 
easier for political organizations 
to gain contrpl of the electorate 
and manipulate it as they wish, 
regardless of popular sentiment. P'' 
On the other hand, where no such "

I uninformed. 
Sponsors of the resolution ad- 
opted by the Virginia Federation 
of Labor say they will make an 
uncompromising fight in the 
courts.

An interesting bulletin entitled 
"Vitamin A. Peficiency. a Cause 
of Lameness and Death Among 
Swine" has been publi-shed recent- 
ly by the North Carolina Experi- 
ment Station. The condition de- 
scribed in the bulletin has likewise 
been noted in Virghiia where hogs 
have been kept under abnormal 
conditions and have been fed on 
feeds deficient in Vitamin A. The 
trouble may easily be avoided. 
Curative methods are simple and 
effective in most cases. _ 

The condition was observed in|* 
1926 at the Blackland station of 
North CaroUna after 58 pigs had 
been fed for a period of 40 days 
on a ration of white com, protem 
supplement and a miner mixture. 
At this tinTe 23 of the 58 pigs be- 
came abnormal to their actions. 
The symptoms are described as 

follows: 

"When excited they would fall 
wrer on one side hi a spasm, stiffen 
out and squeal as if in great pain. 
They would run into a wall of 
fence apparently not seeing the 
obstruction. There was a char-

Rosamond Lehmatm's first 

novel, "Dusty Answer," was hailed 

wljih enthusiasm and chosen by 

die Book of the Month Club in 

1927. Without saying it was well 

written In anyone else's way of 

writing or frrah merely because It 
had youth, still it is not unfah to 

say that its success was more due 
to the nature of the subject mat- 
ter than to the handling, and that 
the novel was rather largely de- 
rivative. Nevertheless, taken for 
what it was, "Dusty Answer" was 
an interesting novel. Many people 
thought it showed great promifie. 
During the next five years Miss 
Lehmann brought out two succes- 
sively disappointing books, "A 
Note in Music" and "Invitation to 
the Waltz," hoth slight and trivial 
and superbly competent. There 
seemed no particular reason for 
their having been written except 
that the author was a professlorla 
novelist. They were in tech>nqua 
very much a la mode, they were 
and delicate in rather a 
ind hand Katherlne Mansfie! J 
and Virginia Woolf manner, but 
they had nothing to say. Now 
Miss Lehmann has written her 
fourth novel, "The Weather in the 
Streets," and again, though it is 
less slight than the two preced- 
ing books, the manner is much 
more Interesting than the matter^ 
The title seems quite pointless 
for this Is the story of an extra- 
marital love affair. Olivia ahd 
RoUo meet casually and, without 
quite realizing it, fall in love.

Nsttmiwide reports to the De- 
portment of Cmnmerce indicated 
a tendency for retail trade to slow 
dotm to seasonal dullness in some 
regiims, while in sections where 
beteted warm weather opened up, 
f»les were lifted sharply over tbe 
l»«vious week. In substantlallF 
all cases the rate of increase over 
last year continued. Most ^»ole- 
sale lines were considerably 
sUt>nger than recent weeks. 

Industrial schedules were well . 
sustained; employment gains be-l 
came more general and construe- ■ 
tloo activity accelerated. Crop! 
imtspects were made much brigh- 1 
ter by favorable weather condi- , 
tions, and there was a widespread 
feeling of optimism. 

« Trade Slackens 

Retail trade slackened from the 
recent pace in Memphis, New Or- 
leans, Savannah, Indianapolis, 
Omaha and Seattle, but margins 
over last year were sustained. The 
advent of Summer weather gave 
diarp impetus to virtually all re- 
tail lines in Cleveland, Chicago. 
Mew York, Philadelphia and Pitts- 
burgh. While there was some level- 
ing off of retail on the West Coast. 
the general business index rose 
slutrply over a year ago. 

Prom virtually all the agricul- 
tural regions came reports of en- 
couraging crop prospects, although 
there was need of moisture in the 
Cincinnati and St. Louis regions, 
wheat, grass and alfalfa being af- 
fected in the latter area, but fruit 
prospects were good. Dallas re- 
ported livestock ranges below the 
10-year average but better than 
last yet^ and cotton outlook im- 
proved by recent rains. Citrus 
prices advanced a.s shipments de- 
clined in Florida, according to the 
Jacksonville report and the move- 
ment of watermelons started from 
Leesburg. New Orleans reported 
the best strawberry season since 
1931 and the best PQtato crop in 
three years. In Delaware, frost 
impaired strawberry, apple and 
peach blossoms and the Winter 
Wheat crop, based on estimated 
May 1 condition, wais 1,530,000 
bushels, compared with 1.658,000 
last year. The Louisville report 
estimated the Kentucky wheat 
crop above the five year average, 
while the wool clip was short but 
conditions were excellent for to- 
bacco planting. A survey of agri- 
cultural conditions in Minnesota. 
the Dakotas and Wisconsin reveal- 
ed high optimism, according to the 
report from Minneapolis, with all 
available workers in the fields, Im- 
plement dealers busy and farms 
well stocked. Progresfilv« rural 
merchants were drawing Increased 
trade from wide areas and the 
economic conditions of the farm- 
ers was being widely reflected. 

Power Sales Up I 

Industrial power sales reached 
an all-time peak In Detroit. In 
Wilmington, two new companies 
took^over an idle plant and will 

emplojLSflfl^p JP*""'*''*'^'"^ special 
printing macWnery. The Cleveland 
steel mills were receiving heavier 
than anticipated orders from 
manufacturers of farm equipment ' 
and railroad rolling stock, while 
the Byerlyte Company was mak- 
ing its third addition to an asphalt 
refining plant. The Common- 
wealth Edison Company of Chicago 
WM spending $3,000,000 to moder- 
nise the Fisk Street generating 
plant. A radio manufacturing 
plant In Buffalo rehired 400 work- 
ers in anticipation of record- 
breaking production. Construction 
activity gave impetus to flat glass 
production in Pittsburgh where 
there was also a rise in container 
production. This city also report- 
ed structural awards of 34,730 tons 
largest since March and total for 
jrmr to date 36% greater than last 
year, while Republic Steel received 
20,000 tons of the 35.000 to 40,000 
ton order for pipe line to run from 
Kansas City to Chicago. Jackson- 
ville reported several new silk mills 
established in Florida towns.

SEASHORE STATE PARR WILL OPEN 
JUNE 13; WIDE INTEREST IS NOTED 



One of the most weirdly beauti- 
ful areas in America, several thou- 
sands of acres of live oak and 
pine covered sand dunes, fronting 
on the broad Atlantic and border- 
ed on the rear by Broad Bay, will 
be dedicated as Seashore State 
Park in Virginia, on June 1^. For 
more than two years several hun- 
dred CCC workers have been busy 
erecting cabins, picnic shelters, a 
huge bath house and outdoor fire- 
places for Virginia's visitors. The 
park is now ready for occupancy. 
Unique Cypress Pools 
Encompassed In the area are 
unique Cypress pools of great 
beauty and trees in some sections 
of the park are festooned with 
Spanish moss, which hangs in 
beautiful array. Small boating 
and saf^ fishing on the inland bay 
Is available, and off the Park, in 
the Atlantic and the Chesapeake 
Bay, are some of the most famous 
sport fishing grounds In the East. 
I Seashore State Park lies only 
four miles front Virginia Beach. 
' and borders Cape Henry's shrines 
to the memory of the first per- 
manent English colonists who 
were repulsed from the capes by 
Indians and sailed up James River 
to Jamestown, where they estab- 
lished themselves on May 13. 1^07. 
The park Is the terminal of Uni- 
ted States Highways Number 58 
and 60. running due west comple- 
tely aci-oss the continent, and 
highways 13 and 17 from the north 
and south ran within a few miles 
of it. 

I Bordering the Park area Is Fort 
Story, one of the major defenses 
of the United States coast, where 
the firing of railway and other 
artillery is a common occurrence 
and adds to the thrills of vaca- 
'tioDlsts. 

On clear days park vacationists 
I will be able to see Fortress Mon- 
[roe in the distance, where coast 
'artillerymen are in constant traln- 
' ing. and will be able to hear the 
' rumble of the big guns In the dis- 
tance, and to clMirly see ttie 
flashy of the anti-aircraft guns 
'at the fort, which are constantly 
'practicing night firing at targets 
towed by airplanes. 

Searchlight units make the 
nights beautiful around the C^pes 
where war games are common 
and planes from general head- 
quarters of the Army Air Service 
at Langley Field are constantly 
staging mimic raids on coast de- 
fenses while antl-alrcrafl bat- 
teries and BMrchllght units co- 
opntkte to spot them. The X3. 8. 
Navml Base flyii« field also keeps 
flters in ttie aU- and dmOf fUg^ts 



are witnessed by vacationists. Only 
about six miles away t^e Virginia 
Beach Rifle Range is the scene of 
the training for all summer 
months of various national guard, 
marine and other units of the na- 
tional defense. Drills, parades and 



mimic warfare are an added at- 
traction. 

One of the most attractive fea- 
tures of the new park is its sand 
dunes, which rise like miniature 
mountains throughout the area, 
and are driven inland each winter 
by Atlantic storms, covering for- 
ests and fields as they go. The 
state is now cooperating with the 
federal government in an effort to 
"anchor" these dunes by the 
planting of shrubbery and grasses.

The fatal accident record daring 
dnsk and darkness, in proportion to 
all accidents In such periods, was 
92 per cent greater than the daytime 
experience. The tremendous loss of 
life during hours of darkness con- 
stltBte's one of the strongest argu- 
ments against the present-day prac-

tice of driving too fast. There is no 
way to explain the high rate of 
death per accident at night except 
by the fact that many operate cars 
at speeds daring darkness which do 
not permit them to stop within the 
range of the illumination provided 
by headlights. Undir such condi- 
tions lives are crushed out whenever 
the unexpected happens. Either 
highways mast t>e Illuminated and 
the lighting of streets improved, or 
drivers must remember and act on 
the warning: WHEN THE SUN 
GOES DOWN, SLOW DOWN.
